America's black children are nearly three 
times as likely to live in poverty as white 
children, reports the U.S. Census Bureau. 
The report found that 46 percent of black 
children lived in poverty compared with 16 
percent of white children. The report found 
black children far more likely to live with a 
parent who has never been married, or with 
grandparents or a single parent, usually the

Atthe ripe age of 16, high school freshmen 

Zakee Scott of Newark could have been among 

Р of urban youths who drop out of 

high school according to the U.S. Department 

of Education. He was left back twice and found 

school “to be very difficult” with teachers who 
“did not care whether І learned or not.” 

“I didn’t like school,” he said as he 
reflected on his education, adding, “I didn't 
feel I needed it.” 

On the average 1,000 high schoolers drop 
out of school each day, according to the Office 
of Education Research and Improvements, 
National Center for Education Statistics. These 
dropouts make up 90 million Americans who 
have low levels of literacy and nearly 80 
percent have 0-8 years of education. 

Today, thanks to the collaborative ef- 
forts of the nation’s largest dropout preven- 
tion organization, Cities In Schools, Inc. and 
one of the largest fast-food chains, the Burger 
King Corporation, a lot of young people like 
Scott are making the choice to stay in school. 
The young man has changed his views and is 
hoping to go to college to study engineering 

Last Wednesday, the social program and 
the food franchise came together at New 
ark’s Malcolm X Shabazz High School to 
announce the opening of the city’s first Cities 
In School/Burger King Academy, a school of 
choice for high school students performing

Rainbow Coalition targe 


WASHINGTON D.C.— Fed up with the status 
quo, the Манопа! ‘Rainbow Coalition’ has 
launched an initiative to address the shortage 
of minority representation in athletics admin- 
istrative positions at NCAA institutions. The 
campaign could include boycotts, pickets and 
possible lawsuits against colleges that don’t

“It is time for а change,” said Reverend 
Jesse L. Jackson. “Affirmative action must be 
put into play at NCAA institutions. Blacks 
mustbe able to develop and prosper beyond the 
playing field.” He noted that half of the athletes

From New York City to Texas and Cali- 
fornia, American voters sent a strong mes- 
sage to President Bill Clinton and the Demo- 
cratic Party during the recent midterm elec- 
tions: they want drastic change in govern- 
ment and the country overall. The historic 
GOP sweep which gave the Republicans con- 
trol of both the Senate and the House for the 
first time in 40 years is a testimony to that. 

Running on platforms which they said 
represented “middle-class” America such as 
lowering, taxes, reducing crime, keeping jobs 
in the country, the GOP managed to acquire 
52 Senate seats, 224 congressional seats. In 
several state gubernatorialelections, the GOP 
muscled in on 31 seats. Thereis no doubt that 

the country is moving toward a new social/

The Rainbow Commission for Fairness in 
Athletics (RCFA) has begun the process of 
rating NCAA Division | institutions according 
to a variety of factors, including number of 
black athletes, graduation rates, number of 
blacks in coaching and athletic administrative 
positions, number of blacks in the student 
body, number of black faculty and administra 
tors, and black population in acampuscommu- 
nity. 

“This ‘fairness index’ will give our black 
children and our community a basis on which 
to judge how individual institutions are treat- 


Gingrich (R-Ga.) said at a Washington press 
conference. 

The African American community must 
wonder where does it fit in this “Contract 
with America” given the fact that in recent 
decades the GOP has opted to ignore the 
needs of African Americans. 

Under Republican Presidents Ronald 
Reagan and George Bush, African Americans 
saw the attempts to repeal several hard fought 
civil rights legislations, repeal of affirmative 
action policies, less aid to urban centers popu- 
lated largely by African Americans and the 
loss of jobs. Walter L. Fields Jr., political 
director of the New Jersey Chapter of the 
NAACP, said at this point “itis hard to tell” the 
course Republicans are likely to take to the 
‘African American Community since “Repub- 
licans are not unified in their Contract with 
America.” He said although a majority of the 
House has signed the contract, it has not been 
approved by the Senate. 

However, “with this party, we need to 
make sure that our interests as a group are 
protected,” Fields said, adding, “the African 
‘American community needs to mobilize and 
organize in order to hold public officials 
accountable in meeting these needs.”

"Why not consider how Africans ruled 


It was a night of cultural explosion as 
hundreds gathered to celebrate one of the 
largestevents for students of African descent at 
Rutgers-Newark, African Cultural Night. From 
oral revelations to luxurious African clothing, 
this event captured its theme, “12 months of 
culture” exposing the audience to vast contri- 
butions and expressions of African people. 
Keynote speaker Dr. John Henrik Clarke, who 
focused his remarks on going beyond pan- 
Africanism, was welcomed with a standing 
ovation and a tumultuous round of applause. 

“Why are you studying beyond pan- 
africanism, if I have not brought you to pan- 
africanism,” he asked. He asked the audience 
to understand the importance of unity, and 
how African people should join together to 
reclaim Africa, "When it comes to who rules 
this nation, Europeans rule Europe and that’s 
a fact. Asian’s rule Asia and that's a fact. So 
why in the hell do you want to share Africa 
with someone else. Everybody can come into 
your home, but you can’t go into their home 
and share anything,” he said. 

The 79-year-old historian explained that 
during the Montgomery Bus Boycott, Free- 
dom Rides, and the Caribbean concept of 
Federation, African people of the world con- 
vinced even their oppressors that they de- 
served power, and if they didn’t get it, they 
were going to take it. He said African peoples 
once possessed aggressive attitudes about 
unification and however"protesters and im- 
itation revolutionists who are jive pimps, 
anti-poverty pimps, black studies pimps and 
liberation pimps,” people ceased fighting. 

“Instead of sitting down quietly planing 
your next move, you engage in a whole lot of 
ceremony without substance; you rehearse for 
a show that you didn’t get on the road,” Clarke 
said. The theory of collective discipline could 
work for Africans and Clarke cited the case of 
modern Japan to prove his point. 

“We should have trained young men to 
mine gold and build roads, like the Japanese 
did. Quietly, the Japanese sent their children 
to study in the west, and when Russia brushed 
up against them, the little Japenese won the 
war,” he said, 

Clarke explained that Nigeria has the 
wealth, manpower, and technical skills but 
the worthy Africans have been overthrown 
coup after coup, and the present leaders in 
Africa are “imitation” Europeans. He said 
African nations should not look to their Eu- 
ropean counterparts for guidance and that 
there was a time in history when Europeans 


before the coming of Europe- 
ans? I defy anybody, to show me a word that 
meant jail, prostitution or old people's homes, 
or orphans before the Europeans came. “If 
Africans did all of this, before the Europeans 
came, this means they had some values over 
and abova anything the Europeans ever had,” 
he said Religion, Chrisitianity and Islam] 
both, played a role in the enslavement of| 
African people. Clarke explained his view, 
If God chooses one group of people over 
another than he is not godly or universal 

“Do you see a Chinese child in the bible?! 
Is there a Japanese child in the Bible? Do you| 
see one black child In the Bible? The Bible} 
unfolds partly in Africa, but do you see ап 
African child in the Bible,” he asked. 

“The Bible is part of the colonization of 
God by western man. We still worship ај 
picture painted in Europe 1500 years after 
Christ died and we don’t dispute it. We are the 
largest group of people on the face of the earth 
who worship a deity that does not look like us,” 
he said. Clarke said as long as African people 
followacultural, political, and spiritual way об] 
life not defined by themselves, they will be 
subservient to others. 

“When we go beyond pan-africanism in 
the western world, we don't have to ask what 
belongs to us. And before we take it back, 
let's make sure we have someone trained to 
handle it correctly," he said.

He fingered Time magazine for doc- 
toring the cover picture of O.J. to 
make him look more sinister and 
menacing. Farrakhan claimed that 
Time “did the same to me” in a 
cover picture. 

ОЈ. is only the latest smear tar- 
get. The Nation of Islam warns that 
sinister plots, secret relationships, 
hidden agendas and covert plans 
are being hatched to destabilize 
black organizations and wipe-out 
black leaders. 

Many blacks agree. It is now 
respectable, even fashionable, to talk 
aBOilt Conspiracies and plots against 
blaeks: On nearly every talk show 
Гуе appeared on this year the host 
has asked, "Do you think there's a 
conspiracy against blacks?" Many 
African-American telephone callers 
on these shows dutifully chime in 
with an assorted list of plotters that 
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icans exploding to the surface? He 
never visibly identified with black 
causes. He moved easily in the cor- 
porate world of money and power. 
His friends and personal relations 
were mostly white. Yet those are 
precisely the reasons his plight has 
heightened black paranoia. If the 
mainstream media could relentless- 
ly assault his character and prosecu- 
tors could orchestrate a damaging 
campaign to convince the public of 
his guilt even before a trial, then 
every black was fair game 

A majority of African Ameri- 
cans in July CNN and Newsweek 
polls insisted there was a conspiracy 
by "unknown forces," to frame him. 
They reasoned that “O.J. ‘5 fall from 
grace reinforced the deep belief by 
much of the public that black men 
were a menace to society. This would 
provide still another excuse to 
marginalize, repress and eventually 
physically eliminate blacks. 
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O.J., say the conspiracy theo 
rists, is the latest link in a racial plot 
that began in the 1960s. It goes like 
this. Following the urban uprisin 
the ghettos were flooded with druj 
alcohol, gangs and guns. During 
1980s AIDS was imported in.

priority for this generation of African 
Americans must be building person- 
al and family wealth. As a people we 
have not focused enough organized 
attention in this direction and as a 
result we have no economic founda- 
tion in this country. Our main objec- 
tive should be to build an economic 
foundation for ourselves now, and 
leave something so that our children 
do not have to start at the back of the 
bus, like you did. 

The Census Bureau recently re- 
ported that the median household 
income for blacks now stands at 54 
percent of white median household 
income. This means that for every 
dollar earned by a white family, black 
families are only earning 54 cents. 

Is this because of institutional- 
ized racism in America? Is the reason 
that African Americans are the group 
with the highest poverty rate in the 
country because of racism? Racism 
may be a daily factor in each of our 
lives, but it surely doesn’t account for 
all of the economic short comings of 
а group of people who have annual 
earnings of over $390 billion and 
could rank as the 10th largest income 
country in the world. 

Virtually every ethnic or racial 
group in this country has grasped the 
importance of building a strong eco- 
nomic foundation, except blacks. 
Asian-Americans surely experience 
similar discrimination and prejudice 
asus, but Asian-Americans have now 
replaced whites as the racial group 
with the highest median household 
income. The reason that Asian-Amer- 
icans have had so much success here 
is because they’ve been forced into
